Norman Thomas cailed for a “peace race instead of an arms 


race’ when he spoke here Thursday in conjunction with the 
Social Science Forum on Public Issues. 

Speaking on Changing America in a Changing World, the 
six-times Socialist presidential candidate received a standing 
ovation from the nearly 1400 people whe heard him. 


; “We are lost in a most extraordinary arms race,” Thomas 
said, “even though every thinking man agrees tkat nuclear 


war is unthinkable.” 

Stressing that men them- 
selves, with their modern 
weapons, have made it so, he 
deemed it highly unlikely 
that we would escape war in 
this world of chance. 

Were he living on a distant 
star, viewing the earth, he 
confessed he “would bet on 
disaster for men—bet on the 
dark horse of death. 

Believed Unnecessary 

“But,” he continued, “I 
con’t think this is necessary. 
Man can endure in a world 
which renounces the means 
of obliteration of its own 
sel.” 

Insisting. that there is no 
victory in nuclear war, 
Thornas asked what would 
happen if people protected by 
shelters were to survive. 

“Do you think liberty and 


democracy would emerge?” 
he queried. “We can’t have 
democracy while walking 


among the dead. 

“We must examine what 
would and what would not be 
done by war. We are willing 
to say that our position in 
West Berlin is worth a war. 
Would Berlin survive? Would 


it,” he inpuired, “be saved 
by war?” 
Thomas attributed our 


movements toward war as 
much to “the religion of na- 
tionalism” as to the threat of 
communism. 
Democracy Ritualistic 
“For too many of us,” he 
deplored, “democracy is a 
ritualistic word. It is my 
experience that those who 
taik most about democracy 
are those who have done the 
least for it.’

urchasing Power of College 
Professors Continues Drop 


The purchasing power of college professors continues to 
drop, according to a report issued by the American Association 


of University Professors. 


The study indicates that the real purchasing power of pro- 
fessors declined 20 per cent in the period from 1939 to 1951. 
Recent salary increases bring the purchasing power up to that 


in 1939, while the nation as a 
whole had an increase of 92 
per cent since 1939. 
Report Basis 

The report, based on a 
study of 41 collegiate institu- 
tions throughout the country, 
states that colleges and uni- 
versities are in a much worse 
position to compete with busi- 
ness and industry than in 
1939. The report said Dr. 
Donald E, Houghton, presi- 
dent of the Sacramento State 
college chapter of AAUP, 
shows that the long years re- 
quired for a Ph.

are a poor investment if used 
for college teaching. 

Another aspect is that there 
is a distinct leveling of sal- 
aries between various pro- 
fessional ranks. In all cases 
studied, the basic salary for 
instructors, the lowest rank, 
has risen a good deal more 
than the average salary for 
a full professor, the highest 
rank. This means that col- 
legiate institutions have less 
power to keep their best 
people from leaving for better 
jobs. 

Committee Recommends 

Houghton said the 1957 re- 
port of the President’s Com- 
mittee on Higher Education 
recommended that the salaries 
of college professors be 
doubled in from five to ten 
years. If it is done in ten, 
rather than five years, it 
would mean a yearly increase 
of 7 per cent.

and Albert S. Rodda, the bill 
would raise tuition from 4 
minimum of $189 to $360 if 
passed by the legislature.

Qpe of 
these makes it possible for 
college trustees to exempt chil- 
dren of state college em- 
ployees. 

The bill was proposed be- 
cause present minimum tui- 
tion fees do not adequately 
cover state expenses for out- 
of-state students. Large in- 
creases in non-resident en- 
roliment have magnified the 
problem. 

Presently the bill has met 
no serious opposition. A rep- 
resentative of the California 
Teachers’ Association reports 
that CBA has reviewed the 
bill, taking neither affirma- 
tive or negative action. 

Final passage or defeat of 
the bill will come during the 
present legislative budget

It is this ritualism that 
Thomas feels we must serious- 
ly face in our world. 

“What a changing America 
in a changing world must 
do,” the long-time peace 
advocate stressed, “is make, 
in its own eyes and the eyes 
of the world, a more clear cut 
move toward peace. 

“The lifeline to peace,” he 
said, “must be braided of the 
strong strands of universal 
disarmament, disengagement 
and a holy war against the 

“world’s poverty.” 


He ealled for wniversal dis- 
armament because “we can’t 
trust ourselves to play with 
the weapons we now have.” 
The arms race itself he con- 
sidered a course toward war. 

In_ discussing disengage- 
ment, he criticized America’s 
tendency to consider itself 
God in wisdom and power.

“It is impossible to believe 
we can continue the spiraling 
arms race without a break 
and without a war before too 
many years,” he concluded. 
“Let’s have a peace race in- 
stead of an arms race on iis 
little earth of ours.”

Whitaker with a 149-10 
discuss toss and a shot put of 
47-64, and Don Brown who 
won the 100 at 10.1 and the 
220 in a 21.8 time. 

The Hernet squad managed 
to sweep the pole vault as 
Bill Nash won the event with 
a vault of 12 feet and was 
followed by teammates Blair 
Rountree and Daryl Larson. 
The top SSC vaulter, Dick 
Hotchkiss, didn’t vault be- 
cause of a minor ailment. 

The mile relay team com- 
posed of Brown, Mahlon Whit- 
tle, Bob Rackley and Dan 
Bowman grabbed a first 
place as they carried the ba- 
ton across the finish line in a 
time of 3:25.
